Ten Miles of Ruin. 


For ten miles east and west of the 


dty are strewn tlh> wrecks of homes 
nnd vessels of all clauses. Commencing 
«t Fort McRae, on a point overlooking 
the gulf, and continuing to Kscamua 
bridge, east of the city, there is noth- 
ing but devastation, ruin and desola- 
tion. 


At Fort McRao live lives were lost. 


The twenty men there had a terrible 
experience.' They sought the batteries, 
the very highest point, us the waves 
began t° dash over them and lashed 
themselves to the guns. 
There they 


clung for more than twelve hours. Only 
nno woman and her little child was at 
the post fine van the wife of Ser- 


' jjennt Prentice, and although the big 


strong soldier fought to save the lives 
of hi« young wife jnd baby, they were 
almost'wrenched from !ii« armi. Three 
artillerymen wero 'ost by being wash- 
ed from tlw batteries.

Towards afternoon wo 
found our- 


selves near the city hall with th« fire 
near by. We little realized the near- 
ness, and, 
when part of a 
burning 


building suddenly 
fell before us, my 


brother's »lfe and "children, who were 
standing some 
little distance

were completely buried in th« debris. 
Those who were not killed immediate-

My brother thought it might have been 
beyond the falling wall and had es- 
caped, and it was while searching for 
this child that a new lire start«U be- 
tween us nnd we were separated.
